T remember before the laſt Seſſion of Parliament, there was a Councel held 
at Lambeth, and there hatched a Bill againſt Popery. It wasfor the breeding of Children 
of a Popiſh Succeſſor z which admitted the thing 3 and it was called a Bill againſt Popery, 
but we called it the Popiſh Bill. IT am for the Church of Exgland, but not for the Church+

Mr. Speaker, : 
H E Gentleman that ſpoke laſt , ſeems to intimate that we ought to have a due re- 


gard to the Kings Brother , and conſider what infinite diſadvantages will accrew to 
us, if we are too haſty in our Reſolutions, as before the Duke is found guilty , to proceed 
to paſs a Bill for Exclufion ; for that nothing but War and Bloodlhed can be expected from 
it z therefore he ſays we ought to be Moderate, and find out a Medium to ſecurtithe Pro- 
teſtant _— , notwithſtanding the Duke may bea Papiſt. Now Gentlemen, I give 
you the Dictates of my Heart; without either paſſion or prejudice , and fhould be as wil- 
ling as any perſon to agree with what that Gentleman hath propoſed, if any ſuch reaſon 
can be brought to enforce it. For my part, I think it abſolutely impoſſible that this King- 
dom can be ſafe, or the Proteſtant Religion fucceed under a Popilh Succeffor 3 for do bue 
review the Antient and Modern Hiſtories, aud you ſhall hind how Proteſtants have lived 
under a Popith King 3 have they not been Maflacred, Butchered, and enſlaved in Germany, 
France, and in our own Countries, notwithſtanding all the Laws, Vows, and Pxomiles to 
the contrary ? Are not the Tenets of the Papiſts deſtructive to the Paotefignt Religion , 
which is Hercſie , and that Faith is not to be kept with ſuch ? Sce the baxbarous wr eof 
the Proteſtants in Piedmont, and in Queen Maries time how then can we expec any bet- 
| ter ſucceſs ? for by how mucha Popith Prince ſeems to be Religious, by ſo much ought he 
to be looked upon deſperately dangerousz' for fince the Papiſts make ſuch Plotting and 
Detigning to Subvert our Religion under a Proteftant Prince , how much more will they 
a@ againſt us under a Popiſh Succeſſor ? For to think to xcfirain a Prince under the power 
of a penal Law, thercby to ſecure Religion, is no more then to tye Sampſon with Cords 3 
for will not the Courtiers be flattered by their Prince , to imitate the ſame Religion with 
him ? and then will not we Proteſtants be diſcountenanced , and none but Prieſts and Je- 
(uits have Dominion over us? For my part, if you paſs not this Bill, we ſhall all agree to 
have our Throats cut 3 * and I have no patience at all for that : you- ſee how the Duke of 
Tork being a Papiſt, they have all the dependency on him , and hope to perteQ their Vil- 
lanics. Therctore take away this General, and this Army may be ſecured 3 and then be- 
ing united at home , we need not fear what all the Papiſts in the world can do untg u 
when we fight for the maintainance of our Laws and fleligion by Excluſion of a Popiſh 
Prince, and rather withſtand any violence that ſhall be brought againſt us , then be ig 
danger every day to have our Throats cut by thoſe that are amongſt us. One Gentleman 


was pleaſed to ſay, that it was a Pagel JOrut Bill, and that which they brand the Papiſts 
l 


withal, (viz.} Depoling of Princes. I do ſay as to that, That we do not Depale Jomer D. 
of Tork, bat as being a Papiſt, conſidering the ſad conſequence that will enſye ; for ſhould 
we admit a Papilt,we ſhould give away the Crown,for he would only haye the Title, the 
Pope would be our Soveraign. And we ought to prevent any ſuch Uſurpers,who ng doubt 
would make havock of our Eſtates,if he ſpaxes'us qur Lives. To tellus that Exclution will 
cauſe a Civil War, I am of the contrary Opinion  rfor.it will be more condycing to the 
preſervation of the Kings Perſon and Government, ous Laws, Lives, and Religion , ro be 
Unanimous, Whereas Oppreſlion, Fire and Faggot , might cauſe people to Rebel and 
be Mutinous, when the other would be a means to unite us. As I will give you a reaſon 
why we cannot reltrain him otherwiſe, or uſe moderation ds him 3 for ſuppoſe I 
were riding a full ſpeed on the Road on a ſecure Horſe, a Gentleman paſſing by, delired 
me tc be moderate , for that I would kill my Horſe,when at the ſame time he knows that 
it Iflacken my pace , I thall have my Throat cut by Thieves that are (wittly purſuing 
me 3 thercfore I cannot be moderate in this caſe, unleſs I will fling away my lite.
